President Ford 
Honesty Decent

It may not mean very much to them now, but the 
events of the past two weeks may be recalled by our 
youngsters as having been a remarkable change in 
power at the top echelon of government. No other 
country, to my knowledge, has ever accomplished such 
a change without revolt and bloodshed, or at least 
banishment. 
To say that we are more than ever proud of our 
forefathers who wrote the constitution on which that 
change was made would be an understatement. It was 
a coup in democracy at its shining best. 
Of course most Americans felt heartsick when for­ 
mer President Nixon made public his decision to 
resign. Even his enemies must have felt sadness and a 
twinge of fear. A proud nation such as ours was not 
happy to see the man occupying the highest office in 
the land having to eat crow. 
But eat it, he did and in a most diplomatic and 
distinguished 
manner. 
With 
all 
of 
Nixon’s 
ac­ 
complishments for this country in his foreign policy, 
the day he faced the nation to resign may have been his 
greatest hour-certainly it had to be the most difficult. 
Whether the decision Mr. Nixon made nine months 
ago when he chose then U.S. Representative Gerald 
Ford to be vice president was in the best interests of the 
nation is something we have yet to learn. 
We do know this much, he was confirmed without 
reservations by the Senate, both Democrats and 
Republicans alike. We do know that President Ford has 
a cool calm and collected manner in his assessm ent of 
the future, and we do know that that attitude is one we 
now badly need. 
Sofar, I have talked to no one who disagrees with the 
choice, and with the full support of the American public 
he can get us back on the road to deflated prices and an 
era of peaceful, productive living-the American Way. 
There is something about Gerald Ford that breeds 
confidence and a resemblance of old time politics when 
the man sent to office was decent and respectable, and 
his conduct above reproach.

The city issued 190 single 
fam ily re sid e n c e p erm its 
w hich 
w ere 
valued 
at 
$3,966,340 during the month, 
according to Ralph Shick, 
chief building in sp ecto r. 
This is up 59 percent from 
last m onth’s 119 perm its. 
June perm its w ere valued at 
$2,844,020. 
In July of 1973, only 144 
homes were built, or about a 
32 percent increase this year 
over last year. Single family 
residences built during July 
of 1973 w ere valued 


$3,178,950. 
Thus far in the year, Plano 
has 
issued 
1,063 building 
permits, or about IO percent 
more than last year’s 961 for 
the sam e period. The yearly 
value 
on 
sin gle 
fam ily 
permits is now $24,105,020, 
as compared to last year’s 
$20,970,421. 


Single 
family 
residence 
permits have steadily in­ 
creased over the last four 
years. In 1970 the city issued 
only 523 permits valued at 
$7,579,219, and in 1971 1,017 
permits valued at $16,009,000 
were issued. The next year 
permits rose to 1,489. valued 
at $30,924,000, and again rose 
in 1973 to 1,497 valued at 


$34,092,851. 
Building officials issued no

Thanks to Army Medics 
Tiniest ‘Premie’ Doing Well 


SCHERTZ, Tex. (UPI) — 
Tasha 
LaShay 
Hudson, 
irritable from a morning 
vaccination, 
w him pered 
slightly and nuzzled closer to 
her mother’s bosom. 
Then she let out a howl 
that brought a smile to the 
face of her mother, Olivian 
Hudson. 
‘‘She was one of the 
smallest in the world to 
survive,” Mrs. Hudson said. 
Tasha weighs a little more 
than 8 pounds in the fifth 
month of her life. When she 
was born March 15, she 
weighed 20 ounces — I-V4 
pounds. 
Mrs. Judson talks proudly 
of her daughter, who now is 
able to eat regular baby food 
and drink her m other’s milk. 
Tasha, the subject of an 
upcoming Army M edical 
Journal article by one of the 
doctors who helped save her 
life, was given little chance 
to live at birth. 
Not only was she 
3-V2 
months prem ature —she had 
been expected to arriv e 
about June 28 —but Tasha 
had to undergo open chest 
surgery the first few critical 
days of her life. 
Col. 
R obert T reasu re, 
chief of thoracic surgery at 
Brooke 
Arm y 
M edical 
Center who headed a team of 
surgeons perform ing the 
operation 
in 
nearby 
San 
Antonio, said it was the first 
time in his memory that 
such a delicate operation 


was performed on such a 
tiny patient. 
In all, Tasha spent 85 days 
incubating under 24-hour 
care at the Army hospital 
before M rs. Hudson, an 
elementary school teacher, 
and her husband, S.Sgt. 
Alfonso 
Hudson, 
31, 
stationed at the m ilitary 
personnel center of Ran­ 
dolph 
Air 
Force 
Base, 
walked proudly out with her 
in their arm s. 
Mrs. Hudson had daily 
delivered m other’s milk to 
the hospital to be fed to the 
tiny infant. 
“I believe we lucked out,” 
Mrs. Hudson said of her first 
child. 
“ I wouldn’t give 
anything 
for 
that 
highly 
skilled staff. They were 
concerned about us, as well 
as the baby. We were for­ 
tunate to be in an area with 
so many hospitals.” 
Doctors said the operation 
to close a 
fetal channel 
connecting the aorta with the 
pulmonary 
artery of the 
infant’s heart was successful 
and 
tiny 
Tasha 
— now 
weighing a little more than 8 
pounds —can lead a normal 
life. 
“From what I can see, 
she’s about normal,” Mrs. 
Hudson, 
29, 
said. 
“She’s 
keeping us up at night. She 
tends to let us know when 
she’s hungry. She’s got her 
nights and days mixed up. 
“ Right now she’s small. A 
little later, you won’t be able 


to tell the difference (bet­ 
ween 
Tasha 
and 
other 
children the same age). As 
far as we know, they think 
she 
has 
a 
chance 
of 
becoming a whole, normal 
individual.” 


say she was the smallest, 
someone would come along 
and disprove it,” she said.

some who had visited Japan,

friendly.” 
The engineering students 
are being matched up with 
callers who have asked for 
repair help with televisions, 
to asters, tape recorders, 
w a s h i n g 
m a c h i n e s , 
refrigerators, 
motorcycles 
and clocks. 
The 
30 
engineering 
students are among 1,300 
Japanese students visiting 
Hawaii for three weeks of 
E nglish 
language 
and 
American culture classes. 
Sakai said “we’ve had at 
least 
IOO telephone calls 
from local people inviting 
the Japanese students to 
their homes, not to repair 
appliances and not for just 
an hour’s chat, but for the 
whole weekend.” 
One group of engineering 
students invited to a home 
said that after they made 
some minor repairs on the 
re frig e rato r, 
they

treated to an evening of food 
and entertainment. 
“ It’s the best way to learn 
English,” one student said.

DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with those TV talk 
shows that show a recipe but never give one time to copy it 
down or even get a list of all the ingredients. This happened 
to me again yesterday while watching the Dinah Shore show.

DEAR POLLY — I am answering Sandra who wants to 
clean dust and cobwebs off a dried flower arrangement 
without breaking the flowers. This can be done several ways 
depending upon the types of m aterial in the arrangement. 
Sometimes STURDY material may be taken outside and 
GENTLY shaken. Glycerined leaves and seed pods may be 
removed from the arrangement and washed in warm soapy 
water. Large petaled m aterial may be CAREFULLY 
brushed with an artist’s camel hair brush. Sand dried 
flowers also may be removed, recovered with sand, un­ 
covered and brushed to remove the sand. — G.O. 
DEAR GIRLS — This is painstaking work that requires 
time and great care. Any delicate material used in a dried 
flower arrangement will not take to brushing or other 
treatment and best be left alone. When brushing large 
leaves the brush could be dipped in salad oil, wiped off and 
then used so the dust sticks to it. Clean brush frequently. 
Also these big leaves will need some support, perhaps a 
hand placed back of one as you gently brush. 
One authority suggests that when cleaning with sand 
each flower be removed, held over a pan of clean sand. With 
one hand the sand is dropped, in a stream, over the flower. 
Gently shake sand off, turn flower upside down and gently 
tap until all sand is removed. Repeat two or three tim es if 
necessary. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — Save the ruffles from worn Priscilla- 
type curtains. They are most useful to use for facing when 
garments have to be lengthened. Cut properly and turned on 
both edges the width is adequate for most things. Even too- 
short straight curtains could have this extra two or three in­ 
ches added to them and the slightly extra weight and stitch­ 
ing will make them hang even better. - ELIZABETH.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
“If I were you I would have 
built a bonfire and burned 
the tapes,” Rabbi Baruch 
Korff says he told Richard 
Nixon 
while 
he 
was 
President. 
“Why didn’t you tell me 
eight months ago,” Korff 
said Nixon responded, 
A close friend of Mrs. 
Nixon’s was once asked in a 
television interview if Mrs. 
Nixon ever gave any advice 
to her husband. 
“Yes,” replied the friend. 
“Mrs. Nixon advised the 
President against turning 
over the tapes on grounds 
that they are intimate and 
personal—like love letters.” 
But Nixon did not burn the 
tapes and in the end they 
destroyed his 
presidency. 
The tapes of his Watergate 
conversations came back to 
haunt Nixon and were the 
ultim ate reason he was 
forced to resign. 
Nixon’s own sense of 
history and destiny led him 
to agree to have a voice- 
activated taping system , 
which 
begins 
recording 
autom atically 
when 
the 
microphone picks up a voice, 
installed in his offices. At 
tim es 
bo 
must 
have 


forgotten that the recordings 
were going on. At other 
times, it seemed that he was 
well aware and couched his 
language accordingly. 
The secret of the recor­ 
dings was known by fewer 
than 
a handful of men. 
Nixon’s world began to 
collapse when one of them, a 
former 
aide 
to 
H. 
R. 
H aldem an, 
A lexander 
Butterfield, revealed at the 
Senate Watergate hearings 
in 
1973 that 
Nixon 
con­ 
versations had been taped 
since 1971. 
Washington was stunned, 
but not half so deeply as 
when transcripts of some of 
the tapes came to light. They 
contributed heavily to the 
erosion of support for Nixon. 
Nixon anguished over the 
tapes for two years, knowing 
how damaging they were to 
his struggle to put Watergate 
behind him. 
He also struggled mightily 
to fight off the day when 
others would hear the tapes. 
When Special Prosecutor 
Archibald Cox refused to 
recant on his insistence that 
Nixon allow him to listen to 
some of the tapes, he was 
fired. 
Nixon a few months later 
hired James D. St. Clair as 
his chief Watergate lawyer 
Utility Industry Weak 


Expert Sees Downtrend Developing 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
electric utility industry in 
the United States is in such 
precarious position it may 
have to be taken over by 
government, a 
prominent 
utility rate consultant said 
today. 
Theodore Maynard, head 
of National Utility Service, 
said the troubles of New 
York’s Consolidated Edison 
Co. are just the beginning. 
“ Most countries don’t 


have 
private 
electric 
system s 
like 
ours,” 
Maynard 
said. 
“ If 
the 
present trend continues, it 
seems likely the big private 
electric utilities will go down 
one after another with the 
government 
stepping 
in 
much the same as it did to 
bail out Lockheed and the 
Penn Central Railroad.” 
Waste and inefficiency are 
so rampant in the utility 
industry the companies will 


get scant sympathy from the 
public in their troubles, 
Maynard added. “Wastage 
of power generated 
may 
exceed 30 per cent,” he said, 
“and rates are often grossly 
unfair.” 
When Con Ed passed its 
dividend last spring for the 
first time since 1885, utility 
people said it was an isolated 
affair,; not symptomatic of 
trouble in the rest of the 
industry. 


But so much has happened 
since then that recently a 
vicfe president of the Edison 
Electric Institute warned 
that unless things improve 
the country may be in for 
difficult times in terms of the 
power supply. 
Here are some of the in­ 
dustry’s problems: 
—Demand for power fell 
0.7 per cent in the first 
quarter of this year. 
—The average price of

automobile accidents...it is a 
national disgrace.” 


The “national disgrace” of 
the 
battered 
child 
is 
examined in depth in a new 
publication from the Public 
Affairs Committee, Inc., a 
nonprofi t 
e d uc a t i ona l 
o r g a n i z a t i o n , 
w i t h 
headquarters in New York. 
The author of “To Combat 
Child Abuse and Neglect” is 
Theodore Irwin who writes 
extensively on health and 
social problems. 
Irwin explores the causes, 
finding that 
most 
child 
battering is done by ap­ 
parently “normal” people in 
a critical period, that even 
among serious cases of 
abuse, less than IO per cen) 
of the parents are found to be 
alcoholic or emotionally 
disturbed or mentally ill. 
“Generally,” he writes, 
“abusive parents strike out 
in rage, resentment or sheet 
ignorance.” 
Maltreatment often 
has 
been traced to compulsive 
disciplinarians, he says. It s 
the old “spare the rod and 
spoil the child” dictum. 
But an impelling factor 
lies in the upbringing of the 
parents themselves. Many 
were reared in homes where 
beating children was a 
common practice so they 
reneat the cyclo 


One authority, Dr. Eli H. 
N ew berger, reports that 
most abusive parents appear 
to be overwhelmed by their 
(own) 
life circumstances, 
the stresses and strains that 
make them 
lash 
out 
at 
children. 
On the legal front of 
prevention, all 50 states now 
require 
medical 
p ra c ­ 
titioners to report to ap­ 
p r o p r i a t e 
a u t h o r i t i e s 
suspected cases 
of 
child 
abuse or glaring neglect. 
Then there comes the con­ 
troversial issue—the right of 
parents 
to 
rear 
their 
children as they see fit, 
versus the right of a child to 
“life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness.” 
Irwin describes some new 
approaches on the com ­ 
munity level. He finds less 


emphasis on placing abused 
youngsters in foster homes 
and more on helping parents 
cope. 
“ Obviously,” 
he 
writes, “educating parents 
about child development and 
child rearing can help avert 
abuse 
and 
dangerous 
neglect. 
“So can decent housing, 
medical 
c a re ,, 
jobs, 
whatever nurtures a healthy 
family.” 
Irwin concludes that “the 
vicious cycle of child abuse 
and neglect from generation 
to 
generation 
must 
be 
broken. In the long run, that 
can be accomplished only if 
treatment of the abusive 
parent is coupled with ef­ 
forts to improve the con­ 
ditions — social, economic, 
psychological — underlying 
the problem.”

Francisco consumers and 
that no profits go to private 
utilities. 
“ The 
city 
raised

money to build the aqueduct 
system and the dams but 
somehow Pacific Gas & 
Electric got control of the 
power and sells it to the city 
at a profit,” Maynard said. 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — 
Oilman calculate they’ve 
discovered 
434 
billion 
barrels of oil in the United 
States since they started 
drilling a century or more 
ago. 
But by pumping out what 
they’ve found, they feel 
they’ll be able to recover 
only 
about 
136 
billion 
barrels. There’s more oil — 
lots more —but they can’t 
get it all out. 
“Rising crude oil prices 
have increased the potential 
for supplemental recovery,” 
says Sam M. Paine, general 
manager for production of 
Shell’s southern exploration 
and production region. 
“ This 
means 
water 
f l o o d i n g , 
t h e r m a l 
stimulation or steam 
in­ 
jection, liquefied gas floods 
— these have all improved 
recovery. 
“But 65 per cent of all the 
oil that has been discovered 
remains in the ground even 
after these techniques are 
applied. 
“So the industry has made 
extensive investigations into 
methods to provide ways of 
producing more oil by other 
methods. 


“The increased amount we 
anticipate will be recovered 
is large in absolute terms — 
15 to 25 billion 
barrels, 
representing a 12 to 20 per 
cent increase in the ultimate 
oil recovered,” he says. 
Tom F. Hart, who works 
with Paine, is the general 
manager for exploration for 
Shell’s southern 
region. 
Hart, too, is hopeful about 
industry 
m oves 
toward 
secondary recovery — the 
milking of older, established 
fields. 
“It’s expensive, but you 
don’t have to find it —ifs 
there already,” Hart says. 
“Most of the potential oil 
structures in the Gulf of 
Mexico off Louisiana and 
Texas have been identified. 
Some of the potential oil and 
gas structures off Alabama 
and Florida have been, too. 
“Most of the oil and gas 
structures off Louisiana and 
Texas have been identified 
and purchased. Some of the 
oil and gas structures off 
Alabama and Florida have 
been 
identified 
and 
pur­ 


chased. 
“But none of the oil and 
gas 
structures 
off 
the 
Atlantic seaboard have been 
purchased. Louisiana-Texas 
is in its old age, mature. 
Florida is in its adolescense 
and the Atlantic region 
hasn’t been born yet,” Hart 
says. 
Hart feels that in addition 
to working over existing 
fields, “offshore exploration 
must move to new frontiers 
—the Atlantic, off Southern 
California and the whole of 
Maska.” 
He says that all of the 
obvious potential oil and gas 
structures 
have 
been 
identified onshore. 
“But the onshore search is 
for 
much 
more 
subtle 
hydrocarbon accumulations 
than 
offshore. 
Onshore, 
large fields can be quite 
subtle.” 
Paine says that the in­ 
dustry is working and doing 
research on several more 
so p h istica ted 
recovery 
techniques such as using 
injection of gas, water, light 
hydrocarbons, carbon di­ 


oxide, and other inert gases 
to displace oil from reservoir 
rock. 
“The injection of light 
hydrocarbons and 
inert 
gases is still in its early 
stages, but the technique 
that may yield the highest 
recovery from light oil 
reserves 
is 
chem ical 
flooding. 
“The potential is large in 
all of these, but there are 
long lead tim es,” Paine 
says. 
As for energy self suf­ 
ficiency, Hart feels that with 
continued efforts 
to 
find 
more oil and gas field plus 
input from tar sands, oil 
shale and other sources like 
coal and nuclear energy, the 
nation 
“has 
a 
fighting 
chance to be self-sufficient 
by 1990.” 
He says the industry “has 
received what we consider 
important new incentives to 
explore for oil and gas —the 
price increase, essentially 
it’s doubled —and we have 
already seen an upsurge in 
exploration as a result of the 
new incentives.

protein foods, may combat 
heart disease and other ill 
effects of sm oking and 
drinking. 
“Our findings point the 
way to a possible buildup of 
natural protection against 
chronic body insult from 
acetaldehyde, which arises 
from chronic high intake of 
ethyl alcohol together with 
heavy smoking,” said Dr. 
Herbert Sprince, chief re­ 
searcher of the study team 
and associate professsor of 
psychiatry 
and 
p h ar­ 
m acology 
at 
Jefferson 
M edical 
College 
in 
Philadelphia. 
Sprince said that during 
the experiments, laboratory 
rats were given a com­ 
bination of the two vitamins 
and cysteine and then an 
otherw ise lethal dose of 
acetaldehyde, which has 
been implicated in heart 
disease and other medical 
problems in humans.
